Children of persons secking de- 
crees absolute of divorce must be 
provided for to the satisfaction of 
the court before an order for final 
divorce is granted was the ruling 
made Tuesday morning by Mr. 
Justice W. R. Howson in supreme 
court during the hearing of the 
action brought by Wilfred Grim- 
shaw, Westlock, seeking a final 
@ecree from Mrs. Margaret A. 
Grimshaw. 

“This court should know what 
provision has been made for infant 
children of litigants seeking div- 
orce,” stated Mr, Justice Howson, 
in stating he would not grant the 
final order until he had been assur- 
ed that proper provision had been 
made for the child of the marriage. 


NO RULE OF PROCEDURE 


“There appears to be no rule of 
procedure governing this aspect of 
” stated the court, 
“and I am of the opinion that 
court ruling should be laid down 
to govern procedure in all these 
cases.” 

“Divorce is in its infancy in 
Canada, but already there is a 
tendency to grant divorces without 
first making sure that the children 
of the litigants are taken care of. 
I may be right or wrong, but I 
shall not grant any order for final 
divorce until I am assured that 
children affected by the divorce 
are properly cared for,” concluded 
Mr. Justice Howson

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‘Kidney Trouble

From the readers of this column I receive 
several thousand Jetters a month and in every 


instance I try to send as helpful a reply as pos- 
sible. However, in many cases, the letters do 
not contain enough information to let me know 
definitely what is wrong 

For example, I receive 
many hundreds of letters stat- 
ing that kidney trouble has 
developed. Usually this is a 
diagnosis which the patient 
has arrived at by himself, 
without a doctor's examina- 
tion. In these cases it is im- 
possible to send any specific 

i information as there are so 
Dr. F. McCoy many disorders affecting the 
kidneys that I have no way of telling which 
disorder has occurred. Furthermore, in many 
instances, what the patient thinks is kidney 
trouble is really bladder trouble and it is there- 
fore likely that the patient has cystitis or blad- 
der inflammation without knowing it. 

I suggest that if you really feel something is 
wrong with your kidneys, that the best plan is 
to go to a doctor near you and have him tell you 
definitely what is the trouble. If you then wish 
to send me a report on your case and wish to 
know more about the disorder from which you 
are suffering, I will be glad to send you any 
information possible 

I also advise that you have the liquid waste 
from the kidneys tested. This is an important 
part of the diagnosis of a kidney or bladder dis- 
order and the fee for this service is usually very 
small. When you compare the vital information 
gained through having this test made, with the 
low cost, you will see that you have spent your 
money well. 

A careful check of the liquid waste tells the 
doctor many things which help him in consider- 
ing your case. The urinalysis should be made a 
routine part of every examination and this type 
of test is invaluable in suspected kidney and 
bladder cases. 

From the report, the doctor learns whether 
there is occurring an extravagant waste of ner- 
vous tissue as disclosed by the breaking down 
of certain cells which are thrown out with the 
liquid waste. The test shows whether 
poisons are being absorbed from the intestinal 
tract and if this condition is present, there will 
be marked on the report that considerable in- 
dican was found. 

When an excessive amount of albumin is 
found, this is important and should be checked 
again later.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 


Pleasant neighbors, these Nazis! The people 
of Czecho-Slovakia are in a state of apprehen- 
sion lest the Nazis stage a “pulsch,” and the 
horrors of the Spanish civil war be repeated 
on their soil, In this condition of fear and un- 
certainty the Czecho-Slovakians are confronted 
with the following problem in arithmetic which 
the Nazis have printed in a text-book, for the 
use of students of commercial arithmetic: 


“An airplane squad of 46 bombers drops 
incendiary bombs on enemy towns. Each 
plane carries 500 bombs weighing one and a 
half kgs. cach. How much does one cargo 
weigh? How many fires will be caused if 30 
out of every 100 bombs hit their objects and 
20 out of every 100 of these cause fires? 

“Bombers fly at 280 kilometers an hour by 
day and 240 by night. How long does a flight 
take from Breslau to Prague?” 


Prague is the capital of Czecho-Slovakia. 
Breslau is in Silesia, Germany, about 150 miles 
north-west of Prague. How helpful to the cause 
of peace to sow in children’s schoolwork the 
threat of Nazi terrorism upon near neighbors. 
No wonder France has built a Maginot line of 
forts on its western frontier.

When the German and Italian officers who 
form Franco's staff against the Basques, decided 
upon the aerial massacre of the population of 
Guernica—the “holy city” of the Catholic 
Basques—they did not count on the capture of 
a German airman. 

The airman gave his name as Joachin Hans 
Wendel of Berlin, aged 23. He admitted taking 
part in the bombing of Guernica. He said he 
was recruited in Berlin on February 22 at the 
official Berlin office for recruiting Spanish 
volunteers. 

Significance of the date is that it was the 
day after the international agreement banning 
foreign volunteers was to go into effect. Ger- 
many was a party to the agreement. 

Chief problem over supplying non-inflam- 
mable helium gas to Germany for use in its 
passenger Zeppelins is the possibility that these 
helium-filled airships may be used to bomb 
the very country that supplies the gas. It will 
probably be settled by Germany giving a pledge 
not to use the helium-filled ships for aerial 
bombardment in the event of war. Pledges not to 
invade Belgium, to use poison gas nor sink un- 
armed passenger ships were only “scraps of 
paper” when time came to tear them up. 

* 

The sinking of the Lusitania proved a costly 
crime for the perpetrators. The massacre of the 
helpless inhabitants of the undefended city of 
Guernica, may be another. A nation-wide protest 
is being organized in United States by men and 
women of such standing as Senator Capper, 
President Angell of Yale University, Dr. Harry 
Emerson Fosdick of Riverside Church. Charles 
P. Taft, lawyer and son of the late President 
Taft; Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, leader of 
women's organizations; Bishop McConnell of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, Leland Stowe and 
others. Their petition reads in part: 


“This crime of Guernica is the crime of war 
on women and children, waged with a brutal- 
ity and callousness unparalleled in modern 
times. 

“We refuse to condone such atrocities by 
our silence. We do not attempt to assess the 
contending causes which now struggle for 
mastery in Spain, but we insist that this 
ruthless aerial warfare upon women and 
children stands outside the pale of morality 
and Christian civilization. 

“We denounce the monstrous crime of 


Guernica in the name of justice and 
humanity.”

Rebellion in the ranks of the rebels broke 


out because Spanish officers resented the wanton 
destruction of Spanish churches and art 
treasures by German and Italian bombing 
squadrons. On the other hand, the marked con- 
sideration shown for Spanish churches and art 
treasures by the Malreux squadron and govern- 
ment forces in general, resulted in artists like 
Pablo Casals publicly announcing support of the 
government cause. Now the Guernica massacre 
has caused several notable Catholic clerics in 
Spain to denounce savagery of the rebel hordes. 
In the early stage of the war, Vatican sympathy 
was with the rebels. That sympathy is likely to 
suffer in consequence of the Guernica and 
similar massacres. 

Canon Alberto Onaindia, an eyewitness of 
the savagery and outrages at Guernica, left to 
seek an audience with the Pope. In a statement 
to the United Press he said: 

“I saw the bombing and burning of 
Guernica—one of the terrible crimes of this 
age.

WOMAN who says that she loves music, literature and art and 

loathes cooking and dishwashing asks me if I do not think that her 
husband is unjust and unreasonable in complaining because she is a poor 
housekeeper, 


I do not. I think that a man has just as much right to demand 
that his wife shall make him a comfortable home as he has to de- 
mand that his bookkeepers shall be expert acountants and his secre- 
taries turn out perfect letters That's her end of the matrimonial 
partnership. That is the work she undertook to do. She is default- 
ing on her contract if she lays down on her job just because she 
knows that her husband can’t discharge her as he would an incom- 
petent clerk or stenographer. 


If girls were sold down the river in marriage and had no say-so 
about their fates, or if they were too young and ignorant to realize the 
duties and obligations of matrimony or to have taken cognizance of their 
own tastes, there might be some excuse offered for sloppy and shiftless 
wives.
